Unusual depurt-} 
ure from ordinary routine by} 
elderly people always is attend- 
ed by some risk and almost al- 
wavs.is preventable. 

A long journey ‘frequently 
leads to disease, since - numher 
of *exigencies occur, including 
overeating, irregular hours andi 
unnecessary excitement. Travel, | 
in general, is to he avoided ' 
those with angina pectoris. 
Sometimes the excitement of foot 
ball games or other contests as- 
sociated with emotional stress 
has caused an unfavorable re- 
action, Alcoholic excess, gorging 
of food and loss of sleep consti- 
tute a strain on the heart in; 
elderly people.

MAY INCREASE NON-RESI- 
DENT SMALL GAME 
LICENSE FEE 


The state legislature will be 
asked by the conservation com- 
mission to increase the non-resi- 
dent small-game hunting license 
fee to $15. Under the present 
law non-residents from nearby 
states may obtain a non-resident 
small-game license for $5. By in- 
| creasing this*fee to $15, Mich- 
igan’s non-resident small-game 
hunting license would be com- 
parable in cost to those of most
